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We  Hold  Our  Hope 

It  seems  somehow  incongruous  for  a  world  as  torn  with 
hatred  and  jealousy  as  ours  to  prepare  again  for  the  celebra¬ 
tion  of  the  anniversary  of  peace  on  earth  and  good  will 
toward  men.  Christmas  does  not  seem  to  fit  into  the  modern 
pattern  of  right  by  force  and  rule  by  fear.  Christ  seems  out 
of  place  among  atomic  bombs  and  death  in  foxholes.  Religion 
seems  to  take  on  an  air  of  wishful  thinking  when  held  up 
against  the  savage  brutality  of  war. 

These  thoughts  are  not  so  uncommon  even  on  Christian 
campuses  as  they  might  seem  at  first.  Do  we  not  often  doubt 
the  wisdom  of  believing  in  the  strength  of  an  ideal  rather 
than  in  the  evident  force  of  arms  and  armies? 

We  cannot  but  feel  ineffective  in  the  face  of  the  enormous 
tidal  wave  of  overheated  emotion  that  is  sweeping  the  world. 
And  we  cannot  but  raise  the  question.  “Is  God  really  con¬ 
cerned,  is  he  really  almighty,  is  he  really  there? 

There  is,  of  course,  no  test-tube  proof.  No  proof  which 
the  empirical  scientist  would  accept  as  valid.  There  is  little 
more  than  words  in  a  Book,  and  belief  in  the  hearts  of  men. 
Little  more  than  that,  compared  to  the  crushing,  overwhelm¬ 
ing,  “scientific"  evidence  of  tanks,  planes  and  torn  bodies. 

Yet  there  is  a  singular  strength  in  religion — hope.  Per¬ 
haps  that  is  what  we  should  emphasize  during  these  bleak  and 
threatening  times.  There  is  hope  in  a  world  thirsty  for  re¬ 
lief  from  the  nightmare  of  three  consecutive  world  wars.  There 
is  hope  for  us  who  are  satiated  with  blood,  dumb  with  fear 
and  distorted  with  hatred. 

Without  that  hope,  the  choice  is  one  between  suicide  or 
insanity.  With  that  hope,  there  is  purpose  in  life,  purpose 
even  in  this  bloody  struggle.  There  is  the  certainty  that 
sometime  men  will  be  brothers. 

Only  when  we  cling  to  that  faith,  only  on  the  foundation 
of  that  belief,  can  we  stand  while  a  civilization  totters  and 
crumbles  around  us.  No  mattter  how  dark  the  sky  over¬ 
head,  there  is  a  streak  of  gold,  a  promise  of  sunshine,  on  the 
horizon.  Love  can  be  pushed  into  the  background;  it  can  be 
reviled;  it  can  be  almost  hidden,  but  it  can  never  be  entirely 
eclipsed. 

Hope  in  the  hearts  of  men  is  stronger  than  fear.

Where  Are  Our  Ethics? 

The  United  States,  out-fought  in  war  and  out-thought  in  diplomacy, 
is  now  in  one  of  the  most  precarious  predicaments  in  its  history.  In 
addition  to  its  reverses  abroad,  its  prestige,  even  among  its  allies,  is 
probably  lower  than  at  any  time  in  the  last  decade.  Its  citizens  distrust 
their  leaders,  and  these  men  in  turn  find  convenient  scapegoats  in 
other  government  officials.  A  continuous  cycle  of  recrimination  and 
hopelessness  is  the  only  result  of  this  monstrous  pettiness. 

It  is  time  that  we,  the  people  of  this  nation,  ask  ourselves 
whether  we  should  bear  any  of  the  blame  for  the  present  state 
of  things.  I  believe,  without  a  doubt,  that  the  American  citizenry 
is  in  a  large  measure  responsible  for  the  prevailing  chaos  in  thought 
and  action.  Just  as  firmly,  I  hold  that  if  these  basic  errors  will 
be  remedied  by  the  American  people  themselves,  then  we  shall 
have  little  to  fear  from  international  communism,  either  as  a  dis¬ 
rupting  or  as  a  devastating  force. 

For  a  long  time  we  have  closed  our  minds  to  the  promptings 
and  probings  of  our  moral  natures,  and  have  allowed  our  consciences 
to  stagnate  and  decay  in  their  neglected  isolation.  This  may  explain 
why  we  have  let  tainted  men  hold  offices  of  high  public  trust.  This 
may  show  why  we  have  glossed  over  errors  in  judgment,  policy  and 
legislation — merely  because  we  might  have  stood  to  benefit  in  some 
slight  material  way.  Our  phlegmatic  and  right-deadened  consciences 
have  not  goaded  us  into  action  against  the  evils  which  have  been  found 
lodging  in  men  and  institutions. 

Compromise,  we  will  all  agree,  is  essential  in  a  democracy. 
Today,  however,  this  word  is  but  another  symptom  of  our  national 
disease,  for  it  symbolizes  a  weasly  transaction  between  selfish  in¬ 
terest  groups  with  shifting  aims — groups  interested  in  obtain¬ 
ing  of  a  maximum  of  benefits  and  a  minimum  of  responsibility. 
Compromise  was  once  an  honorable  and  honest  attempt  on  the 
part  of  principled  factions  to  arrive  at  a  solution  that  would  be 
at  once  just  and  equal  in  its  effects,  thus  benefiting  the  nation 
as  a  whole. 

However,  the  most  tragic  fact  of  all  in  our  nation  is  the  devitalization 
of  our  faittt  in  God.  Christian  ideals  fired  the  imaginations  of  a 
thousand  young  Americans;  Christian  principles  formed  the  basis  for 
much  of  our  enlightened  attitude  toward  social  problems;  Christian 
aspirations  inspired  many  in  their  search  for  truth.  Now  that  is 
slipping  away  from  us.  Now,  by  a  diminishing  interest  in  the  life 
goals  and  eternal  values  which  Christianity  offers  us,  we  are  cutting 
ourselves  off  from  the  lifespring  of  our  whole  civilization. 

Yet  if  we  are  to  rally  free  peoples  around  us  in  the  battle  day 
soon  approaching,  we  must  purge  ourselves  of  the  weaknesses  which 
are  leading  to  our  decay  and  decline.  A  strengthened  and  unyielding 
moral  fiber,  a  deathless  devotion  to  our  fundamental  principles  of 
justice  and  freedom  and  an  awakened  and  militant  faith  in  God— 
these  will  lead  us  out  of  the  swamps  of  indecision  and  distrust  and 
up  to  the  firm  ground  of  Christian  and  democratic  action.

For  the  second  time  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  organization,  last  Sun¬ 
day  afternoon,  a  member  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  hierarchy,  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Msgr.  Leo  A.  Jaeger,  ad¬ 
dressed  Chi  Rho,  society  of  pre- 
theological  students. 

Pastor  of  St.  John’s  Catholic 
church  of  Waterloo,  the  speaker 
confined  his  initial  address  to  an 
explanation  of  the  workings  and 
principles  of  the  Catholic  hier¬ 
archical  government.  In  a  discus¬ 
sion  period  he  answered  a  battery 
of  divers  questions  from  the  pre- 
theological  students. 

'Authority  Traditional.' 

"The  disciples  had  the  power  of 
ruling  over  the  organized  Chris¬ 
tian  church  on  earth  by  virtue  of 
the  authority  vested  in  them  by 
Christ,”  said  the  Rt.  Rev.  Jaeger, 
“and,  according  to  Catholic  belief, 
this  authority  has  been  passed 
down  through  the  ages  to  the  gov¬ 
erning  body  of  the  universal 
Christian  church  in  the  form  of 
the  Catholic  hierarchy.” 

Impact  of  that  statement 
later  became  more  fully  apparent 
when,  in  the  discussion  period, 
the  speaker  stated  that  the  pope 
is  not  only  the  infallible  spiritual 
head  of  all  of  the  members  of  the 
Catholic  church,  but  also  nomi¬ 
nally  the  ruler  of  all  Christians 
who  have  been  baptized  into  faith 
in  Christ. 

Pope  Holds  3  Powers. 

In  the  office  of  the  papacy,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  speaker,  is  con¬ 
tained  the  power  of  promulgation 
of  doctrine,  of  deposition  of  any 
lower  members  of  the  Catholic 
governmental  system  and  of  ex- 
communication. 

Stating  that  the  pope  is  the 
temporal  ruler  of  only  the  Vati¬ 
can,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Jaeger  further 
said  that  the  pope  is  held  by  Cath¬ 
olic  belief  to  be  the  absolute  and 
infallible  ruler  of  the  Catholic 
church,  but  only  in  spiritual  mat¬ 
ters. 

"The  Catholic  American,”  said 
the  speaker,  "owes  absolutely  no 
temporal  allegiance  whatsoever  to 
the  pope.” 

Bishop  Rules  Diocese. 

In  turning  to  the  function  of  the 
bishoprics  in  the  Catholic  church, 
the  speaker  stated  that  the  bishop 
has  no  powers  in  his  own  diocese 
except  those  vested  in  him  by  the 
supreme  authority  of  the  church 
— its  doctrine  and  papacy.  Under 
this  authority,  however,  the  rule 
of  the  bishop  in  his  diocese  is  ab¬ 
solute  in  spiritual  matters. 

In  the  discussion  period  the 
speaker  supplied  adequate  an¬ 
swers  to  several  concrete  ques¬ 
tions.  To  the  question  "Does  the 
Catholic  church  prohibit  or  dis¬ 
courage  the  reading  of  the  Bible 
by  laymen?"  the  Catholic  author¬ 
ity  replied,  "Certainly  not.  In  fact, 
the  Catholic  church  is  constantly 
encouraging  its  laymen  to  read 
the  Bible,  even  to  the  extent  of 
issuing  special  spiritual  favors  to 
those  who  read  it.” 

This  later  brought  up  the  ques¬ 
tion,  "Of  just  what  do  those  spe¬ 


cial  spiritual  favors  you  men¬ 
tioned  consist?" 

Discusses  Indulgences. 

"That  brings  us."  said  the 
speaker,  evidently  thinking  of  the 
Reformation,  "to  the  admittedly 
touchy  subject  of  indulgences. 
That  some  individual  officials  in 
the  Catholic  church  either  sanc¬ 
tioned  wrong  practices  or  taught 
wrong  teachings  in  regard  to  in¬ 
dulgences  we  don’t  deny.  But  the 
Catholic  system  of  indulgences  to¬ 
day  can  be  logically  explained  and 
defended."  The  speaker,  however, 
did  not  explain  today's  system. 

In  answer  to  a  question  about 
the  Catholic  attitude  toward  the 
lodge,  Mr.  Jaeger,  taking  the  Ma¬ 
sonic  lodge  as  an  example,  said, 
"We  do  not  believes  that  any  Cath¬ 
olic  can  rightly  be  a  member  of 
this  lodge  because  it  is  an  ex¬ 
ample  of  religious  rationalism 
and  contradicts  any  such  super¬ 
natural  religion  as  Catholicism."
